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President’s Message 


Recent experiences have brought to mind a number of ways that "brain training" is be- 
coming a popular theme. I attended a conference with my wife in San Antonio Oct 24-26. 
One of the plenary sessions was on "The Hidden Wealth Inside Your Head," presented by 
Sandra Bond Chapman, with the Center for Brain Health at the University of Texas at Dal- 
las. I ended up with her recent book. "Make Your Brain Smarter," when her card was taped 
to the bottom of my wife's chair. She also handed out laminated cards with a few tips: 

1) Avoid multi-tasking, reduce brain fatigue, instead sequential task; 

2) Synthesize deeper meanings..; 

3) Get cardiovascular exercise..; 

4) Quiet your mind..; 

5) Get 7-8 hours regular sleep..; 

6) Generalize novel ideas from reading and apply to broad new contexts..; 

7) Innovate by identifying goals and working backwards..; 

8) Teach and mentor new advances..; 

9) Expand your passion..; 

10) Don't be a rote learner .. Listen and let information filter through and be transformed 
by your own thinking. The above have been slightly paraphrased. I was busy eating 
brunch and didn't take any real notes during her talk but plan to read the book. 

While surfing the net trying to relate this to ham radio I first found an AARP website 
that gave recipes for using brain-ingredient-rich foods including: cranberries, oats, almonds, 
asparagus, walnuts, blueberries, split peas, eggs, shrimp, onions, spinach, chicken, bananas, 
and dark chocolate. I thought about submitting one of these for our newsletter recipe sec- 
tion. Then I read an email from USAA, my auto insurance carrier, offering free logon ac- 
cess to a brain trainer, "Drive Sharp”, which has video game-style exercises that are de- 
signed to train the brain to process and react faster when driving. Unfortunately, I forgot my 
logon ID and password at USAA and couldn't try this right away. However, a little more 
net surfing and I found the “TED Talk” by David Wolpert on YouTube. His interesting talk 
described how movement (of our bodies) was a big part of the reason our brains evolved. 
In his view, we should try to understand the other senses like seeing, and eventually more 
complex thought, as primarily aids to movement. Perhaps USAA is onto something trying 
to get us to use the $89 value software to improve our driving. 

Finally, I found an abstract of the journal article, "Distinct patterns of functional and 
structural neuroplasticity associated with learning Morse code." This scientific paper de- 
scribed the analysis of 16 human subject's brains before and after learning Morse Code. The 
authors state "We found an increase in task-specific neural activity in brain regions known 
to be critically involved in language perception and memory... during Morse code deci- 
phering." Then, "Furthermore we found an increase in gray matter density in the left occipi- 
totemporal/inferior temporal cortex." All of which proves the main point of my column 
this month, that learning and using Morse code is excellent brain training. 

Before closing, I have been asked by Herman KNS5GRK to remind everyone that we will 
be needing to organize a nominating committee this month for next year's officer slate. 
Also, it is time to think about a Chairman for the March Hamfest. Our next meeting is on 
Thursday, November 7".

The Tour DU Teche Canoe Race 
is 135 mile race from Port Barre, LA, to Berwick, LA. The race has intro- 
duced paddlers and Ecotourists to the recreational, cultural and economic 
value of the bayou for local residents. The three day race has turned into a 
paddling marathon as well as a 3 day party for towns along the route, as 
well as families along the route cheering for the paddlers. 

A little excitement was provided by Tropical Storm Karen, and a ap- 
proaching cold front bringing some showers. We had one potential emer- 
gency event when one of the paddlers needed assistance due to exhaus- 
tion.

Vegan Pumpkin Pie 


http://eatdrinkbetter.com 


Ingredients: 

One 350-gram box of drained firm silken tofu. 

One heaping cup canned or cooked pumpkin. 

One to one and a quarter cups golden or brown sugar, 
packed somewhat loosely. 

A dash of salt. 

Four teaspoons pureed pumpkin pie spice. 

One pie crust — you can buy one pre-made or make 
your own. 


Cooking Directions: 

Allow oven to preheat to 375 degrees. 

Use a blender or food processor to blend your tofu until it is cream-like and smooth, typi- 
cally four minutes or so. Stop blending occasionally and push any chunks down into the 
blades. 

Add in your cooked pumpkin, then continue blending, stopping to push down any chunks 
again. What you should be left with is a paste that is light orange in color and has no tofu 
lumps. 

Transfer your paste into a large bowl with the spices, salt, and sugar. Mix it well and 
scoop it into your pie crust. You can choose to decorate with leftover crust if you desire. 

Bake for about 35 minutes, which should leave the crust a dark brown, yet not burned. 

Notes: 

Total preparation time is about two hours, but will vary based on your gathering of in- 
gredients and whether or not you have cooked pumpkin and pie crust available. One large 
sugar pie pumpkin provides enough pumpkin for two pies, and this recipe will easily dou- 
ble. The pie freezes and refrigerates well.
